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Abstract A new species of the genus Formosatettix Tinkham, F. nigrimaculatus sp. nov. is described from Lushan, Xichang, 
Sichuan, China. The new species is similar to F. xianggelila Zheng et Ou, 2004 and F. gonggashanensis Zheng, 1992 but differs 
in; vertex 1. 3 times width of an eye; vertex and frontal ridge forming obtuse-rounded in profile; frontal costa not concave 
between lateral ocelli; lower margins of middle femora straight. The type specimens are deposited in the Institute of 


Zoology, Shaanxi Normal University, Xi'an, China. 
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The genus Formosatettix was erected by Tinkham in 
1937. He designated Formosatettix arisanensis Tinkham , 
1937 as the type species of the genus. Zheng (2009) 
revised the genus Formosatettix from China. The genus 
currently includes 56 known species, which are mainly 
distributed in China, Nepal, Russia, India, Japan, 
and Korea ( Blackith, 1992; Strozhenko & Ichikawa, 
1993; Liang k Zheng, 1998; Ingrisch, 2001; Deng et 
al., 2007; Zheng, 2012). While identifying the 
specimens of Tetrigoidea collected from Lushan, 
Xichang, Sichuan in 2011, a new species of the genus 
Formosatettix Tinkham is found and is described below. 
The type specimens are deposited in the Institute of 
Zoology, Shaanxi Normal University, Xian, China. 


Formosatettix nigrimaculatus sp. nov. (Figs 1 -3) 


Female. Body small and stout. Vertex 1.3 times 
width of an eye, anterior margin archly, protruding 
beyond eyes, median carina visible anteriorly, vertex 
and frontal ridge forming obtuse-rounded in profile, 
frontal costa not concave between lateral ocelli, frontal 
ridge protruding archly between antennae, width of 
longitudinal furrow equal to width of first segment of 
antennae. Antenna filiform, 14-segmented, length of a 
segment in middle about 4 - 5 times longer than 
width, inserted between lower margin of eyes. Eyes 
globose. Lateral ocelli placed on middle of anterior 
margins of eyes. 

Pronotum in dorsal view tectiform, anterior 
margin obtuse angular, median carina of pronotum 
lamellate in profile, arch-like. Lateral keels of prozona 
not conspicuous. Posterior process of pronotum short, 
just reaching four-fifths of hind femora, caudal end of 
pronotum narrow, short cone-shaped, apex concave. 


Lower margin of hind process straight, lateral keels of 
metazona slightly curved, interspace area narrow, 
width of the widest of it about 0.8 mm. Lateral lobes 
of pronotum turned downwards, end of posterior 
angles rounded. Posterior margins of lateral lobes of 
pronotum with one concavity. Tegmina and hind 
wings absent. Lower margins of middle femora 
straight. Hind femur 3 times longer than wide, 
midkeel of upper side and lower side with slender 
teeth, antegenicular and genicular denticles right angle. 
In dorsal view, outer side of hind tibia with 7 - 8 
spines, inner side with 5 - 6 spines. Length of first 
segment of posterior tarsus longer than third segment, 
third pulvillus longer than first pulvillus and second 
pulvillus, apices of three pulvilli obtuse. Ovipositor 
narrow and long, upper and lower valvulae with 
slender saw-like teeth. Length of subgenital plate 
shorter than its width, middle of posterior margin of 
subgenital plate with a triangular projecting. 

Body dark brown, with a pair of dark spots 
behind shoulders. Hind tibia brown. 

Male. Unknown. 

9 Length of body 9.0 - 9.5 mm; length of 
pronotum 6.5 -7.0 mm; length of hind femur 4. 0 - 
4.5 mm.

Remarks. Formosatettix nigrimaculatus sp. nov. is 
similar to F. xianggelila Zheng et Ou, 2004 and F.

obtuse- rounded in profile; frontal costa not concave

between lateral ocelli; lower margins of middle femora 
straight. 

Etymology. The new species name is derived 
from the Latin migri and maculatus, meaning the 
presence of a pair of dark spots behind shoulders.
